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HIS TALKS WITH NYERERE WERE TOLD THAT THERE IS NO GUARANTEE 
THAT RHODESIA WILL ACCEPT THE NEGOTIATION FORMULA THIS 
WEEKEND. 
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"REVERSAL OF RHODESIA'S ADAMANT OPPOSITION TO ANY EARLY 
SURRENDER OF POWER TO THE BLACK MAJORITY MAY PROVE TOO 
MUCH FOR THE RULING RHODEISAN FRONT PARTY TO SWALLOW IN 
ONE GULP DESPITE SMITH'S REPORTED ACQUIESCENCE TO THE 
KISSINGER FORMULA, IT WAS SAID. 

"BUT KISSINGER MAINTAINS THAT EVEN IF THE WHITE-MINORITY 
GOVERNMENT BALKS INITIALLY, IN A SHORT TIME, PERHAPS 
THREE OR FOUR WEEKS, RHODESIA'S WHITES WILL BE COMPELLED

"(SAM NUJOMA, PRESIDENT OF SWAPO, TOLD A PRESS CONFERENCE

NEGOTIATION' WITH SOUTH AFRICA ON NAMIBIAN INDEPENDENCE, 

AND THAT THE UNITED STATES, IF IT IS 'SERIOUS,' CAN HELP

"(THE SWAPO LEADER SAID HIS CONDITIONS FOR NEGOTIATIONS 
WITH SOUTH AFRICA INCLUDED: TALKS UNDER UN AUSPICES; 

A SOUTH AFRICAN COMMITMENT TO WITHDRAW ITS TROOPS FROM 
THE AREA, AND THE RELEASE OF ALL NAMIBIAN PRISONERS BEFORE 
TALKS BEGIN. 

"NUJOMA, IN NEW YORK FOR UN SECURITY TALKS ON NAMIBIA, 

SAID HE WOULD BE HAPPY TO TALK WITH KISSINGER BUT NO

"IN THE SPACE OF ONE WEEK KISSINGER'S SHUTTLE TOOK HIM TO

NEGOTIATIONS. DURING HIS TALKS WITH BOTH BLACK AND

WITH A PICTURE OF KISSINGER AND SMITH?' ONE AIDE SAID IN

"BUT WHEN THE AIR FORCE JET LANDED IN THE ZAMBIAN CAPITAL, 
EMBASSY AIDES RUSHED OVER WITH MONDAY'S ZAMBIAN DAILY 
MAIL. ON THE FRONT PAGE WAS A FAKED PHOTO SHOWING 
KISSINGER AND SMITH TOGETHER. THE CAPTION READ: 'US 
SECRETARY OF STATE, DR. HENRY KISSINGER, EMPHASIZING 
A POINT TO TRICKY SMITH. BLACKS MUST RULE NOW, HE TOLD 
THE REBEL LEADER.' 

"THE PHOTO WAS CRUDELY COMPOSED. AN OLD PHOTO OF KISSINGER 
CONFERRING HAD THE OTHER PERSON'S FACE PARTLY COVERED BY 
SMITH'S PICTURE. MOST MEMBERS OF THE KISSINGER PARTY 
TENDED TO LAUGH RATHER THAN COMPLAIN BECAUSE OF THE 
CRUDITY. BUT ONE AIDE, WHO TAKES SUCH THINGS SERIOUSLY, 

SAID: "THE RHODESIANS MUST HAVE PAID FOR IT, BUT THEY'D 
HAVE BEEN BETTER OFF IF THE KGB DID IT THEMSELVES. 1 

"FOR THE RECORD, WHEN ASKED ABOUT THE PICTURE, THE EDITOR 
OF THE DAILY MAIL SAID THAT HE WAS OUT OF TOWN ON 
SUNDAY AND WAS 'JUST AS SURPRISED AS YOU' WHEN HE SAW 
THE MONDAY PAPER. 

"THE CONCERN OVER BEING SEEN WITH SMITH CONTRASTED 
OF COURSE WITH KISSINGER'S MIDDLE EAST PHOTO POLICY, WHICH 
WAS TO BE PHOTOGRAPHED WITH ARABS AND ISRAELIS AT EVERY 
OPPORTUNITY TO DEMONSTRATE THAT HE WAS TRULY EVEN-HANDED. 
PARTICULARLY IN THE ARAB WORLD, KISSINGER CHERISHED 
PICTURES SHOWING HIM BEING HUGGED BY PRESIDENT SADAT AND 
OF SOMEONE PLUNKING AN ARAB HEADDRESS ON HIM IN JORDAN. 

"IN AFRICA, HOWEVER, KISSINGER HAS TRIED TO CONVINCE THE 
BLACK AFRICANS THAT HE IS NOT A DISINTERESTED MEDIATOR BUT 

RATHER A SKILLFUL ADVOCATE OF THEIR CAUSE. HIS PROBLEM 
HAS BEEN NOT ONLY TO OVERCOME THEIR NATURAL SKEPTICISM 
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BUT ALSO TO PERSUADE THE WHITE RHODESIANS AND SOUTH 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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AFRICANS THAT DESPITE HIS PARTIALITY TO THE BLACK AFRICAN

"TO THEM HE OFFERED HIMSELF AS A DEFENSE ATTORNEY ABLE TO

"FOR REPORTERS ACCOMPANYING KISSINGER, THE'SHUTTLE' LACKS 
THE VIBRANCY OF THE MIDDLE EAST MISSIONS. IN PART THIS IS 
BECAUSE IN THE MIDDLE EAST THE REPORTERS THEMSELVES 
INDIRECTLY FIGURED IN THE MEDIATION. 

"WHEN THEY FLEW TO CAIRO OR ALEXANDRIA. FOR INSTANCE,

"IN AFRICA, HOWEVER, IN THE COUNTRIES VISITED SO FAR. 

LOCAL JOURNALISTS DO NOT SEEM TO WANT TO KNOW WHAT THE 
AMERICANS HAVE SEEN ON THE OTHER SIDE. THEY DO NOT SEEM 
TO CARE ABOUT AMERICAN IMPRESSIONS OF THE BLACK 
AFRICAN SCENE. 

"IN SUCH A SHORT PERIOD, IMPRESSIONS OF BLACK AND WHITE 
AFRICA MUST INEVITABLY BE SKETCHY. ONE IS STRUCK, 

HOWEVER, THAT UNLIKE THE MIDDLE EAST, WHERE EGYPT AND 
ISRAEL, FOR INSTANCE, HAVE VERY LITTLE COMMUNICATION, THERE 
IS CONSIDERABLE MOVEMENT BACK AND FORTH IN SOUTHERN 
AFRICA OF GOODS, IDEAS AND PEOPLE. BLACK AFRICAN NEWS-

REPORTING ON THE LATEST REPRESSION; PLANES FLY 
BETWEEN BLACK AFRICA AND SOUTH AFRICA; TRADE IS EXTENSIVE. 

"THERE ARE ALSO CONTRADICTIONS. BLACK AFRICANS TALKS A 
GREAT DEAL ABOUT LIBERATING RHODESIA AND NAMIBIA, AS THEY 
CALL S-W AFRICA. BUT THE ABILITY OF KISSINGER TO ACT AS A 
MEDIATOR MAY STEM FROM MOST AFRICAN LEADERS’ GENUINE LACK 
OF DESIRE FOR A MAJOR CONFLICT THAT MIGHT HAVE REPER- 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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CUSSIONS WITH THEIR OWN COUNTRIES AS WELL. 

"THEY CANNOT TELL WHETHER THEIR COUNTRIES MIGHT BE BOMBED

"THIS WAS THE FIRST OFFICIAL CONFIRMATION THAT SEC OF 
STATE KISSINGER APPARENTLY HAD SUCCEEDED IN HIS EFFORTS TO 
HEAD OFF A DANGEROUSLY ESCALATING RACE WAR IN THE WHITE- 
RULED NATION. ... 

"HE SAID THAT BOTH BLACK RHODESIAN NATIONALIST GROUPS, 

THE ZIMBABWE NATIONAL UNION (ZANU) AND THE ZIMBABWE 
NATIONAL PEOPLES UNION (ZAPU) WOULD ATTEND THE CONFERENCE 
TO DRAFT A NEW CONSTITUTION FOR RHODESIAN INDEPENDEN-E. 

THE CONFERENCE WILL TAKE PLACE IN GENEVA. NYERERE SAID. 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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"NYERERE ALSO SAID, 'I AM HOPING THE WHITE MINORITY WILL BE 
REPRESENTED AT THE CONFERENCE,’ AND INDICATED THAT HE 
THOUGHT IT WAS IMPORTANT TO PROVIDE PROPERTY AND OTHER 
GUARANTEES FOR RHODESIA'S 270,000 WHITE MINORITY. 

"NYERERE ALSO DISCLOSED THAT THE GUERRILLA WAR AGAINST 
RHODESIA WOULD COME TO AN END AS SOON AS AN INTERIM 
GOVERNMENT IS FORMED. NYERERE'S SUPPORT FOR THE PEACE 
PLAN WORKED OUT BY KISSINGER DURING A WEEK LONG SHUTTLE IN 
SOUTHERN AFRICA WAS CONSIDERED THE KEY ELEMENT IN OBTAINING 
THE SUPPORT OF THE OTHER NEIGHBORING FRONTLINE STATES. ... 

"THE MAJOR DECISIONS ARE NOW ON THE BLACK AFRICAN SIDE,' 
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THE SENIOR US OFFICIAL ABOARD KISSINGER'S PLANE SAID EN 
ROUTE HERE. HE EXPLAINED THEY COULD PROVIDE THE PROPERTY 
AND OTHER GUARANTEES THAT WOULD ENCOURAGE THE MAJORITY 
OF RHODESIA'S 270,000 WHITES TO REMAIN AFTER BLACK 
MAJORITY RULE. 

"MEANWHILE. REPORTERS ACCOMPANYING KISSINGER WERE TOLD THE 
SOVIET UNION IS WAITING IN THE WINGS TO PLAY THE SPOILER 
ROLE BY INCITING EITHER LEFTIST ANGOLA OR MOZAMBIQUE TO 
ADOPT POSITIONS WELL BEYOND THE FRAMEWORK OF THE BRITISH 
PLAN. 

"EITHER RADICAL NATION COULD CHARGE THIS TIMEFRAME IS TOO 
LONG, DEMANDING A TRANSFER TO BLACK RULE WITHIN SIX MONTHS

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"SEC OF STATE KISSINGER HAS TOLD BLACK AFRICAN PRESIDENTS 
THAT RHODESIAN PM SMITH WILL PUBLICLY DECLARE HIS

ON A TWO-YEAR TIMETABLE, NYERERE DISCLOSED TUESDAY. ... 

"FOR THE FIRST TIME DURING KISSINGER'S AFRICA MISSION, 

NYERERE EXPRESSED PUBLIC SUPPORT OF THE AMERICAN EFFORT, 
WHICH ALSO WAS BEGINNING TO TAKE SHAPE PUBLICLY. ... 

"IN LONDON, A FOREIGN OFFICE SPOKESMAN SAID BRITAIN WAS 
'FULL OF ADMIRATION FOR WHAT DR. KISSINGER IS DOING AND 

HAS ACH.EVED SO FAR," BUT ADDED CAUTIOUSLY THAT "WE OUR-

"BUT THE FOCUS TUESDAY WAS ON RHODESIA. NYERERE, WHO MET 
KISSINGER FOR ABOUT 90 MINUTES DURING THE MORNING, 

APPEARED AS ANXIOUS TO SOUND AGREEABLE THIS TIME AS HE 
APPEARED BENT ON SOUNDING PESSIMISTIC A WEEK AGO. ... 

"... ABSENT FROM HIS REMARKS THIS TIME WAS ANY HINT THAT 
HE DISTRUSTS US MOTIVES - A DISTRUST THAT MARKED HIS 
NEWS CONFERENCE LAST WEDNESDAY. (INCLUDED OUTLINE OF 
NYERERE PRESS CONFERENCE)... 

"NYERERE MADE NO REFERENCE TO THE PROPOSAL THAT HAS BEEN 
UNDER DISCUSSION AMONG KISSINGER, THE BRITISH, THE SOUTH 
AFRICANS AND SOME WESTERN EUROPEANS FOR A $1.5 BILLION TO 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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$2 BILLION 'SAFETY NET' FUND TO GUARANTEE SOME FINANCIAL 
SECURITY FOR WHITES LEAVING THE COUNTRY AND TO MAKE 
IT EASIER FOR OTHERS TO STAY. ALSO UNEXPLAINED AT THIS 
STAGE WAS WHETHER OR NOW KISSINGER'S EARLIER INSISTENCE 
ON PRESERVING WHITE MINORITY RIGHTS WOULD BE WORKED OUT IN 
A SETTLEMENT. 

"KISSINGER HIMSELF IS UNDERSTOOD TO BELIEVE THAT THE 
INFLUENCE THE UNITED STATES CAN BRING TO BEAR ON 
RHODESIA AND SOUTH AFRICA WENT A LONG WAY TOWARD MAKING

NYERERE ADDED, GUERRILLA WAR IN NAMIBIA WOULD CONTINUE 
UNTIL THE ISSUE OF SWAPO’S ROLE IN THE CONFERENCE IS 
SOLVED. 

"THE SOUR NOTE ON NAMIBIA DID NOT UNDERMINE THE 
GENERAL MOOD OF OPTIMISM AND GOOD FEELING OF NYERERE'S 
VIEWS ON RHODESIA, HOWEVER. ..."

"KISSINGER'S SCHEDULE TODAY IS MORE EXOTIC THAN 
DIPLOMATIC. IT CALLS FOR LUNCH ON A RIVER BOAT STEAMING 
ALONG THE CONGO, HIS HOST, ZAIRE S PRESIDENT MOBUTU, WITH 
NO URGENT BUSINESS ON THE MENU. FOR KISSINGER, THAT WILL 
BE A CHANGE OF PACE. THE LAST FEW DAYS HAVE SEEN SOME 
HECTIC SHUTTLING BETWEEN THE WHITES AND BLACKS OF

KISSINGER WAS IN THE BEST OF SPIRITS ON THE FLIGHT HERE 
TO KINSHASA FROM DAR ES SALAAM, THE PICTURE OF A MAN WHO 
IS ON THE THRESHOLD OF ANOTHER DIPLOMATIC SUCCESS. THE 
REACTION OF TANZANIAN PRESIDENT NYERERE TO THE RHODESIAN 
DEAL PUT TOGETHER BY KISSINGER IN SOUTH AFRICA OVER THE 
WEEKEND WAS AS POSITIVE AS IT POSSIBLY COULD BE. AND 
NYERERE FINESSED OTHER BLACK PRESIDENTS BY PUBLICLY
